The following revenue is anticipated to be available during FY 2011-2012 to the City of
Durham to complete the projects:

Federal ESG Award $133,248.00

The non-federal funding source for the match requirement of $133,248.00 will be
provided by the ESG subrecipients for $129,048.00; and $4,200.00 matched with general
fund personnel project management services. The match will be kept separate from all
ESG funds, and acknowledged when a subrecipient requests reimbursement for services
provided per the subrecipient’s agreement.

The following amount is appropriated:

2011-2012 ESG Program $133,248.00
